So, although this is a supremely anxious time for ev¬ 
eryone, it is well to keep in mind that the outlook and 
actuality in this district arc immeasureably better than in 
countless farm areas the world over.

To that was ad¬ 
ded the necessary certificate of birth for the ei^ht-year- 
old child.

Days of the brief holi¬ 
day were spent in arranging to get back, and the whole 
story of the anticipated pleasure trip was the extra ex¬ 
pense and a succession of worries. It seems utterly non¬ 
sensical and stupid. 

Another exasperating incident, though more understand¬ 
able, comes to notice. A lady why left Canada in 1923, has 
been employed in Los Angeles since that time and decided 
to pay a visit to relatives hero. When she reached the 
border, her troubles resulted in her turning round and go¬ 
ing back to Los Angeles, with money and time wasted 
and no Canadian holiday. It seems she was born in U.S. 
A., but came to Canada with her parehts after she was 
grown up. Her father was naturalized here, but sh^ be¬ 
lieved that she was over 21 when this occurred and had 
considered herself an American citizen. When she was 
called upon to produce papers of nationality or birth, she 
was at a loss, and had to halt at the border to get a line 
on the date of her father's naturalization. After delay 
and expense it was shown that she had been only 20 years 
old when her father was naturalized which made her a 
Canadian. The Canadian authorities did not want her to 
comp over for fear Uncle Sam wouldn’t take her back. So 
she turned right round and went back to Los Angeles to

STRIP FARMING 


Looking over the back files of the in the 1920- 

1930 deeade, one reads many references to bad roads. Af¬ 
ter any little storm came the comment “roads are impas¬ 
sable.” This meant the main highways as well as side- 
roads. In 1923, there are accounts of local residents 
spending all night bogged down on the road coming from 
Calgary. 

This brings up the matter of road development in Al¬ 
berta during the past ten years. And it is natural that 
one should think also of O. L. McPherson, under whose 
administration these roads were built. When Mr. McPher¬ 
son said on his retirement “I have loved my work," it is a 
statement which everyone will credit. He has obviously 
loved his work, and in his objective of good trunk roads, 
and good secondary roads, he has worked ahead steadily 
and unswervingly. He carried The provincial road scheme 
in his mind, in its relation to provincial development, with 
a definite ultimate objective, and with considerations of 
population, tourist possibilities, commercial traffic and so 
on, ever before him. 

He has done his task well. Perhaps there is no provincial 
department which comes into such constant touch with all 
the people, all the time, as the department of roads. Al¬ 
though the program of work has been greatly curtailed 
in recent years owing to finances, the splendid highways 
with which Alberta is already equipped, are a lasting 
memorial to Mr. McPherson’s term of office. His succes¬ 
sor, Hon. J. McLellan nlso carries a good record as a road 
builder within his own municipal district, and no doubt 
will carry on the comprehensive’ program initiated by his 
predecessor. 

Those who have had business contact with Mr. McPher¬ 
son over his period of service, have particularly favorable 
recollections of tfipir dealings with him. All too oftpn he 
has been obliged to refuse petitions and appeals, but be 
has at all times been frank and plain spoken, holding out 
no false hopes. This qualttfy of candor and "straight talk-

A few weeks ago this paper published a news story of a 
law suit, based on damage to land through soil drifting, 
fhe complainant asserted that his land had suffered 
through the drifting lands of his neighbor, who might 
have prevented the occurrence by better farming methods. 
Judge Jackson of Lethbridge,dismissed the case, no doubt 
becaus*>_it might have opened up endless and costly litiga¬ 
tion in farming communities of southern Alberta. But 
warning was issued that agricultural methods may have 
to be altered to meet the problem of soil drifting, and ere 
long the farmer who does not take steps to prevent drift; 
ing may become liable under thc law. 

E\ery year soil drifting becomes more acute, not be¬ 
cause the winds are stronger but because the rich top soil 
is becoming lighter. Many excellent farmers have work¬ 
ed their soil so zealously that it' has no retaining sub- 
■ fance and is swept away on the lightest winds of spring. 
It would be well to heed Judge.Jackson’s warning. 

Although strip farming is by no means general in this 
district, it is being practiced with increasing confidence of 
-uercss in several a'reas of southern Alberta, where neces- 
ity is even greater than here. Monarch and Nobleford 
district - are outstanding examples, and Shaunavon, Sas¬ 
katchewan is making a co-operative principle of it. 

The Lethbridge Herald’s agricultural writers are con- 
i.-tently pressing for strip farming to save the fertile 
lands of the south. 

The Herald is sure that wide application of strip farm¬ 
ing plus the*growing of a strip of grass for h.ly, a strip 
of sweet clover for hay and late pasture, and a strip of 
corn will go a long way to solving at one *nnd the same 
time our dual problem of winter feed and soil drifting in 
the dry land areas. ." * 

Strip farming in the majority of cases is better farm- 
: "r because there is more of the winter esnow held, an 
• irlit r killing of the weeds on the land to be summerfal- 
lowed and a cleaner summerfallowing of the strips. There 
i- -morthing in the fresh green strips of newly sown grain 
which makes a farmer want to clean up the strips of stub¬ 
ble in between as early in the spring as possible.,And ear¬ 
ly summerfallowing is the secret of our best farming.

And he adds that there would still 
be enough money left to buy up all 
the property’of France and Belgium 
as they stood before the war.
